Rape class 
instituted 
at school 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) — 
It’s the most popular girls’ 
course at suburban St. Francis 
High School, but the pupils 
hope they never use what they 
learn there. 
“Everybody calls it the rape 
class,” teacher Judy Richmond 
said. “It’s called the self de­ 
fense class, but it really in­ 
volves a lot more than that.” 
The class was started last 
year by Mrs. Richmond and 
team teacher Kay Seamonson 


after a number of parents and 
students 
expressed 
concern 
about a wave of rapes on Mil­ 
waukee’s South Side. 
“We really didn’t know much 
about rape, but we studied up 
on the basics of self defense 
and brought in people to talk to 
the girls,” Mrs. Richmond said. 
“Most of the sophomores, jun­ 
iors 
and 
seniors 
took 
the 
course.” 
The class, part of St. Francis 
High’s elective physical educa­ 


tion program, begins with Mrs 
Richmond teaching the rudi­ 
ments of self defense, which 
she learned from a book. 
“We don’t get into any real 
judo or anything like that,” 
said Mrs. Richmond, 27. “We 
just show the girls how to real­ 
ly hit and kick and chop, and 
where to do it. We also try to 
teach the value of the element 
of surprise.” 
However, she said the class 
tries to encompass other as­ 


pects of rape, including what 
motivates a rapist, what differ­ 
ent emotional states a rapist 
may be in, how to go about 
prosecuting for rape and what 
mental and emotional pressures 
may come to bear on a woman 
who has been raped. 
Police officers, psychologists, 
rape victims, judo experts and 
others who know about a wom­ 
an’s handling of a rape or at­ 
tempted rape come in to talk to 
the class, and the girls do out­ 


side research with lawyers to 
learn the legal steps involved in 
rape prosecution. 


“We try to get the girls to 
think about what would happen 
to them and how they would re­ 
act, including the emotional 
pros and cons,” said Mrs. Rich­ 
mond. 


She said the girls are also 
told how to judge whether to 
fight or give in, depending on 
their chances of escape or 


serious injury. 
The main thing we try to 
teach them is to stall as long as 
they can, talking to the man 
until maybe he cools down or 
help comes along,” she said. 
She said many girls at first 
thought class was a lark but 
soon changed their minds 


“Especially when one of the 
girls in the class was almost at­ 
tacked but managed to get out 
of it,” Mrs. Richmond said.

House fire 
claims life 


A 79-year-old man is dead to­ 
day from burns and smoke in­ 
halation after his home caught 
fire early this morning. 
George Reed, 315 E. Second 
St., died at St. Anthony’s Hospi­ 
tal, Rockford, a fter being 
transferred from KSB Hospital. 
Reed was found by a Dixon City 
firefighter lying on the floor of 
the kitchen in his home, a short 
time after firemen arrived at 
the scene. 
The fire was reported at 12:22 
a.m. by a passerby who stopped 
at the fire station to report see­ 
ing flames coming out of a 
house “down the street” and 
shooting 20 feet into the air. Be­ 
fore firemen arrived on the 
scene, one of Reed’s neighbors 
called to report she had heard 
glass breaking and when she 
checked she saw the house on 
fire. When firefighters arrived, 
the living room and porch were 
heavily engulfed in flames. 
The fire is believed to have 
originated in a chair or a sofa in 
the living room. Firemen theor­ 
ize Reed was smoking a cigar­ 
ette and was either sitting in the 
chair or lying on the couch 
when he fell asleep, dropped the 
cigarette and the fire started. 
The two-story frame house 
had an enclosed screened porch 
which was also heavily dam­ 
aged by the fire. The porch lo­ 
cated adjacent to the living 
room was burned, as fire swept 
out along the ceiling after burn­ 
ing up the wall on the south side 
of the living room.

Capitol sweep 


SPRINGFIELD, III. (AP) - 
A special legislative committee 
set up to investigate reports 
there were illegal eavesdropp­ 
ing devices operating in the 
Capitol complex reported today 
a sweep last weekend turned up 
no wiretaps. 
Sen. Jam es Donnewald, D- 
Breese, 
and 
Rep. 
William 
Walsh, R-LaGrange Park, co- 
chairmen of the special com­ 
mittee, said the sweep was con­ 
ducted last Saturday of 900 leg­ 
islative telephones by officials 
of the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Co. 
They said no one had ad­ 
vance notice of the sweep ex­ 
cept committee members, Se­ 
cretary of State security per­ 
sonnel and key Bell officials. 
All senators and represenat- 
tives have been notified of the 
findings, the two legislators 
said. 
They added their investiga­ 
tion will continue. 
The committee was set up 
after Comptroler George Lind- 
berg said a private firm he had 
hired to check his own offices 
for hugging devices told him as 
many as four eavesdropping 
devices were operating in the 
Capitol complex in early Febru­ 
ary. 


side of the house had to be brok­ 
en down to get inside. Reed was 
found lying on the kitchen floor 
by a fireman coming in through 
the side door. A small pool of 
blood was found near Reed’s 
head. It is believed after the 
fire started Reed got up from 
the chair or sofa and headed out 
the back door by going through 
the dining room behind the liv­ 
ing room, falling just inside the 
kitchen doorway. Firemen the­ 
orize Reed struck his head on 
either the corner of the wall or 
the edge of the sink. When fire­ 
men found Reed, his face and 
hands were severely burned. 
After pulling Reed from the 
burning house, Dixon firemen 
called for the emergency squad 
to transport him to the hospital. 
The sofa and chair were both 
removed from the house and 
taken outside to extinguish the 
fire. The blaze damaged the liv­ 
ing room, completely destroy­ 
ing the chair and sofa. The 
screens on the porch, along 
with the frame of the porch 
were also heavily damaged. 
Heat 
and 
smoke 
damage 
caused considerable loss to the 
rest of the rooms in the house. 
The intense heat melted the 
telephone and other plastic- 
type items in the downstairs 
area. Glass in a wood hutch and 
the windows in the home were 
either broken by the heat or the 
force of the water extinguishing 
the blaze. One window was re­ 
ported left open by Reed at the 
house. 
Smoke covered walls and 
fumes from the fire blackened 
all furniture left untouched by 
the flames on the first floor as 
well as the second floor, where

grayed by smoke. 
Firemen were on the scene 
with two trucks and a full crew 
of men for more than one hour. 
Funeral arrangements were 
incomplete.

Target Home for boys 
okayed by Lee Board 


By ROBERT H. NELLIS 
On a roll call, with Donald E. 
Burke, District 3, being the only 
one voting “no,” the Lee Coun­ 
ty Board gave approval to pro­ 
ceed with filing an application 
for a grant to help pay for the 
establishment of a target home 
for 10 boys between ages of 13 
and 17 years. 
The request was made by 
Circuit Judge Thomas Hornsby 
who reported the residence at 
121 W. Morgan St. can be pur­ 
chased for $35,000. The cost of 
the residence will be paid from 
federal revenue sharing funds. 
Hornsby said the total project 
operating cost, included re­ 
modeling the home and equip­ 
ping the facility, is $30,879 and, 
if final approval is given, a fed­ 
eral grant of $17,969 will be giv­ 
en and the county will have to 
pay the remaining amount, 
$12,820. 
The judge suggested the fa­ 
cility is needed for teen-age 
boys who must find a place to 
stay away from home, at least 
for a while. 
He said the youths are not 
those who are delinquents but 
those who have some problem 
at home which neither they nor 
their parents can cope with. 
Hornsby said alcoholic or 
mentally ill parents are often 
the causes why a child needs to 
be taken from the home for his 
own good. 
The judge told the board he 
thought the budget of the De­ 
pendent Children’s Fund could 
be $35,000 per year, including 
operating the target home. The 
present budget is $30,000. 
Burke, who opposed setting 
up the program, maintained the 
county will be operating in an 
area 
of state 
responsibility 
should the home he estab­ 
lished; that the question is not a 
decision whether or not these 
youths will be taken care of, be­ 
cause they are now being taken 
care of, and that the State De­ 
partment of Children and Fam­ 
ily Services might change its 
policies and provide homes for 
children away from home. 
He asked the board to wait 
one year to make a decision. 
Hornsby answered Burke by 
stating since he became judge 
the number of dependent chil­ 
dren cases lias tripled and the 
children and family services 
department has refused to find 
places for these children. 
“We are stuck with no place 
to put these children until they 
change their policy.” 
The judge said it is more 
costly to place children outside 
the county than it would be to 
maintain a target home here. 
State’s Atty. Patrick Ward 
predicted his office will handle 
122 juvenile cases this year and 
said, because of the work done 
by the volunteers in probation 
(VIP), 80 per cent of these 
young people will not be back in 
court. 
Ninety-six of them will be 
taken care of by the VIPs and 15 
to 16 of them will he given long­ 
term probations or sent to a 
correctional facility, or will be-

Ford pre sse s ta x cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford put new pressure on 
Congress today to cut taxes as 
the House sidestepped a veto 
confrontation with the Presi­ 
dent on energy. 
The action came amid re­ 
ports of progress in efforts to 
work out a compromise be­ 
tween Democrats and the ad­ 
ministration on their energy 
programs. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said the President 
would be 
“very, very con­ 
cerned” if Congress took an 
Easter recess without final a c­ 
tion on a tax cut. 
“The President would find 
that unbelievable,” Nessen told 
reporters. 
He made the statement mo­ 
ments after the House voted 364 
to 57 to shunt Ford’s veto of a 
90-day delay in his proposed $3- 
a-barrel tax on imported oil to 
the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. 
House Democratic 
leaders 
moved for the referral. The Re­ 
publican leadership said it had 
no objection. Earlier, both sides 
had claimed they would win if 
the issue of overriding the veto 
were voted on. 
The compromise on energy 
was said to include a delay in 
the impact of the proposed im­ 
port tariffs. 
Without specifics, Rep. Rich­ 
ard Fulton, D-Tenn., a member 
of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, told newsmen, “I think 
they are getting closer togeth­ 
er. 
Ford already has agreed to 
delay for 60 days the last two 
of three planned $l-a-barrel tar­ 
iff increases. The first $l-a-bar- 
rel increase is in effect, but 
Ford’s own delay took some 
steam out of the Democratic 
override movement. 
Senate leaders put off the 
override vote indefinitely while 
House Republicans sought to 
bring it to the floor quickly be­ 
cause of their belief that the 
veto could now be sustained 


The status of Ford’s energy 
program in Congress was ex­ 
pected to be discussed at a 
meeting today between him and 
his advisers. 
House Speaker Carl Albert 
said Monday the move to delay 
an override vote was not a 
threat to hold the vote over the 
White House. Instead, he said, 
it was to show a willingness to 
compromise with Ford. 
The Democrats claim they 
have the votes to override, and 
Albert said Ways and Means 
could bring out the veto mes­ 
sage later for an override vote 
if negotiations fail to reconcile 
Ford’s energy program with 
that developed by the congres­ 
sional Democrats. 
Meanwhile, it was disclosed 
both at the White House and on 
Capitol Hill that compromise 
negotiators are tackling specif­ 
ics. Ways and Means Chairman 
A1 Ullman, D-Ore., and Energy 


Administrator Frank G. Zarb 
have met privately, and execu­ 
tive and legislative staffs are 
working together to ti^ to find 
areas of accommodation. 
It was suggested that one 
such area of compromise might 
involve modifying Ford’s goal 
of reducing oil imports one mil­ 
lion barrels a day by the end of 
this year. The President’s pro­ 
posed stiff tax on crude oil was 
to be a major factor in bringing 
this about. 
Democrats have objected that 
such a quick reduction of ener­ 
gy use would deepen the reces­ 
sion and cost more jobs. Demo­ 
crats also argue that the main 
brunt of energy taxation should 
be borne by gasoline rather 
than the whole range of petro­ 
leum products, including heat­ 
ing oil. Ford also has said he 
wants the major burden put on 
gasoline rather than home-heat­ 
ing oil. 
1C to continue

A spokesman for Illinois Central Gulf Railway termed 
“preposterous” a claim that the railroad was considering 
plans to discontinue spur-line service in Dixon. 
Robert O’Brien, public relations manager for 1C, said 
a study is being made in Dixon and many other communi­ 
ties "to seek ways of economizing.” 
He added that the result of the study may be the dis­ 
continuance of a single switch engine here. “We’re study­ 
ing ways of reducing switch-engine operations and the 
study should tell us how much idle time there is.” 
O’Brien said the study, which he termed sound man­ 
agement responsibility, comes in the wake of the firm’s 
experiencing "severe business declines— we’re talking 
thousands of dollars here,” he said in explaining operation 
of a single switch engine. 
The spur line serves industry in the Dixon area in 
shipping of raw materials. Firms which utilize the service 
were notified Friday of the study being taken this week 
and, to some, the notice was interpreted as a feasibility 
study to determine the possible discontinuance of service. 
O’Brien said, in response to that statement, “That’s 
preposterous— if anything we’re looking for more busi­ 
ness on the Dixon line.”

The n early an n u al Tu n a Bo at 
War has been go in g o n fo r two d ec­ 
ad es between U.S. tu n a fishermen 
an d the go v ern men t o f Ecu ad o r. 
In the early 19 5 0s, Ecu ad o r, Peru 
an d Chile d eclared their territo rial 
limits to be 200 miles o u t to sea, 
rather than the 12 miles reco gn ized 
by in tern atio n al law. 
Tho se 2 00 watery miles are the 
fav o red feed in g gro u n d s fo r hu ge 
scho o ls o f tu n a d u rin g the first three 
mo n ths o f the y ear. 
Sin ce the U.S. tu n a fleet (based 
largely in San Diego ) d escen d s o n 
the area each y ear fo r its lu crativ e 
catch, the So u th American co astal 
n atio n s n o d o u bt saw in their n ew 
2 00-mile limit a rich so u rce o f rev e­ 
n u e. They d id n ’t waste an y time 
p ro v in g the p o in t. 
With mo n o to n o u s regu larity , the 
Ecu ad o rian s seize the U.S. bo ats, 
imp o u n d them in the n earest p o rt 
an d release them o n ly when the fish­ 
ermen p ay hefty fin es They so me­ 


times co n fiscate the catch, to o . 
Back when the Tu n a Bo at War 
began , the fishermen were in stru ­ 
men tal in lo bby in g a bill thro u gh 
Co n gress called the Fishermen ’s 
Pro tectiv e Act. 
It p ro v id es that the fed eral go v ­ 
ern men t will reimbu rse the fisher­ 
men fo r their fin es an d co n fiscated 
catches. To d ate, the co st to the tax ­ 
p ay ers has been mo re than $5 0 mil­ 
lio n . 
When the “war” was ren ewed a 
few week s ago , the Ecu ad o rian s, u s­ 
in g gu n bo ats o n lo an d ro m the Un it­ 
ed States, seized sev en tu n a bo ats 
an d their catches. 
The Ecu ad o rian s had in stitu ted a 
sy stem o f licen se fees, bu t ru les o u t 
licen ses fo r bo ats o f mo re than 600 
to n s. Mo st U.S. bo ats ex ceed 600 
to n s—n o t a co in cid en ce. Usin g their 
“Catch-2 2 ” ru les, the Ecu ad o rian s 
agreed to let the U.S. bo ats go o n ly 
after they co llected fin es an d car­ 
go es amo u n tin g to mo re than $2 mil­ 
lio n . The State Dep artmen t will re­ 
imbu rse abo u t 70 p er cen t o f that to 
the fishermen . 
While the U.S. go v ern men t has 
cho sen all these y ears n o t to so lv e 
the recu rrin g p ro blem, p referrin g 
in stead to mu d d le alo n g with it, 
there are in d icatio n s that later this 
y ear Un cle Sam will hav e to d ecid e 


whether to fish o r cu t bait o v er the 
issu e. 
Pressu re fro m lo bster an d sal­ 
mo n fishermen an d o il co mp an ies is 
gro win g to ex ten d o u r o wn territo ri­ 
al limits to 2 00 miles.

The Doctor says:

DEAR DR. LAMB — I have 
been dieting for the past two 
months and successfully. The 
only problem is that my breasts 
are getting flabby. Yuck! I ’m 
doing exercises, but none are 
helping my breasts to firm up. 
Do you know any exercise 
that I can use for my breasts 
while dieting? I don’t want to 
ruin my new figure of the future 
with saggy breasts. 
Doesn’t 
wearing 
a 
bra 
promote sagging? Should I 
wear a bra while doing the ex­ 
ercises? 
DEAR REA D ER ~ If breasts 
were 
muscles 
I 
suppose 
exercies would enlarge them, 
blit they are not. Breasts are 
mostly fat. Interspersed among 
the fat tissue are the glands 
that are there to form milk. The 
regt of the organ is made up of 
fiberous tissue and ligaments. 


The breast itself enlarges 
when the amount of fat is in­ 
creased or when the breast is 
filled with fluid, as when dis­ 
tended with milk. Fluid reten­ 
tion before the menstural 
period will also cause the 
breasts to enlarge. And, when a 
woman is taking estrogen in 
amounts that cause fluid reten­ 
tion, this will contribute to 
breast enlargement. 
The skin over the breast, the 
fiberous tissues, ligaments, and 
tendons can all be stretched. 
Literally that is what happens 
when the breast is filled with 
milk. Then after a period of 
nursing the repeatedly stretch­ 
ed breast is apt to be less firm 
and elastic after the milk- 
producing stage is over. Once 
stretched, the tissues may not 
snap back to their previous 
elastic, firm state. 


The glands that produce milk 
enlarge under the influence of 
hormones. This is how the 
breasts prepare to nurse a 
baby. The glands diminish in 
size and the milk-producing 
function ceases when the hor­ 
mones stop being formed in suf­ 
ficient amount to support the 
glandular tissues. 
One reason for avoiding 
obesity in the first place is to 
prevent overstretching of the 
breast with fat tissue. It is com­ 
mon for the breasts to sag when 
fat is lost. 
Wearing a brassiere helps to 
prevent sagging breasts. It 
helps to avoid overstretching of 
the tendons, ligaments and 
fiberous tissue in the breasts. 
This is especially true in 
women with ample breasts and 
less important in women with 
very small breasts. Remember 
always that the breasts is not a 
muscle and you want to avoid 
overstretching 
its 
elastic 
tissues if you want to avoid sag. 
TTiis is entirely different from 
wearing a girdle. The stomach 
muscles will get weaker if they 
aren’t used and a girdle can 
contribute to the problem. But 
that is because muscles are in­ 
volved, and since the breasts 
are not muscles, a brassiere 
won’t have the same effect. 
The exercises you should use 
are those that build up the

muscles behind the breast. 
They push what you have 
forward. These are the infinite 
variety of exercises using the 
arms and chest muscles. The 
exercises that improve posture 
are also important. Use the ex­ 
ercises 
for 
keeping 
the 
shoulders back and the chest 
out. That means strengthening 
the 
muscles 
between 
the 
shoulders. These exercises 
don’t enlarge the breast but 
merely improve the setting to 
your advantage.

Concern for food shortage grows

Ex tensio n Economist 
The wo rld fo o d sho rtage 
p ro bably will get worse du ring 
the y ears ahead. Solv ing the 
p ro blem will be mo re difficu lt 
than many p erso ns su p p ose. 
There may be no really satis­ 
facto ry solu tion. 
Food sho rtages are not new. 
There hav e been 50 famines in 
Eu ro p e since 1850. Ou r Holy 
Book mentio ns famine 40 times. 
Chinese histo ry reco rds mo re 
than 1,800 famines. Prev io u s 
famines were cau sed by crop 
failu res. Hence, they were re­ 
liev ed when the weather re­ 
tu rned to no rmal. The p resent 
food p ro blem is different. It will 
be m o re p ersistent. It is 
p rimarily the resu lt of ex ces­ 
siv e increases in p op u lations in 
already o v er-p o p u lated areas 
in Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America. Imp ro v ed health ser­ 
v ices hav e greatly redu ced 
death rates amo ng infants and 
children. More and mo re su r­ 
v iv e to p ro du ce and rear large 
families. 
Now there are abo u t fou r bil­ 
lion hu man beings on earth. A 
y ear hence, there will be abou t 
85 million mo re mo u ths to be 
fed. In ju st ten y ears, there will 
be a billion mo re sto machs to 
be filled each day ! 
Du ring the 19 50s and early 
19 6 0s, world cro p p rodu ction in­ 
creased faster than u se. Farm ­ 
ers in the U 5 . and o ther dev el­ 
o p ed co u ntries greatly in­ 
creased y ields p er acre, mostly 
by 
ap p ly ing 
ev er-larger 
am o u nts of cheap fertilizer. 
F arm ers in less-dev elo p ed 
co u ntries matched those gains 
by p lanting mo re acres. Also, the 
weather was generally fav o r­ 
able. Hence, su bstantial stocks

from elev ato r o p erato rs and 
farmers. 
Harv ey Hirning, Univ ersity 
of Illinois Ex tensio n agricu ltu r­ 
al engineer, say s that ev en 
so me corn that was sto red at 13 
p er cent mo istu re shows signs

Corn should be checked 


of heating and sp oilage. 
Hirning reco m m ends in­ 
sp ecting all sto red grain ev ery 
week for ru st cru sting, heating, 
o r mu sty odors. A simp le meth­ 
od for checking odors is to start 
the aeratio n eq u ip ment and 
smell the ex hau st air. Allow the 
eq u ip ment to ru n abou t 5 to 10 
minu tes to be su re there’s been 
one co mp lete air change. 
Grain temp eratu re also p ro ­ 
v ides a gu ide. Check the grain 
temp eratu re at sev eral lo ca­ 
tions in the bin. A thermo meter 
temp eratu re between 80 and 100 
degrees F. indicates so me 
sp o ilage has started. 
Op erating y o u r 
aeratio n 
eq u ip ment may be enou gh to 
cool the grain and sto p mold 


gro wth. Bu t if the grain tem­ 
p eratu res are abov e 100 de­ 
grees F., check fu rther to find 
ou t how serio u s the p roblem is. 
And if tem p eratu res are 
abo v e 120 degrees F., remo v e 
the grain from the bin and ru n it 
thro u gh the dry er. Dry the 
grain down to abou t 12 p er cent 
mo istu re, allow it to cool, and 
retu rn it to sto rage. 


If temp eratu res ex ceed 150 
degrees F., remo v e the grain 
immediately , u rges Hirning. 
And be p rep ared to ex tingu ish 
bu niing o r smoldering grain. 
Corn does not bu rn at 150 de­ 
grees F., bu t su ch temp eratu re 
indicates there may be smo l­ 
dering areas in the bin.

How many of u s are willing to 
make really su bstantial co ntri­ 
bu tions to p riv ate relief or 
edu catio nal p ro grams? Or to 
p ay ex tra tax es for go v ernment 


p ro jects? Fu rtherm o re, the 
ru lers of the hu ngry p eop les 
often are u nable o r u nwilling to 
p rov ide the necessary co o p era­ 
tion and su p p o rt for either re­ 
lief o r edu catio nal p ro grams. 


The lo ng-range p ro blem mu st 
be solv ed mianly by increased 
p rodu ction within the hu ngry 
nations themselv es. They need 
help in establishing agricu l­ 
tu ral colleges, research agen­ 
cies, and edu catio nal p ro grams 
for farmers and farm y ou th. 
The U.S. has been p rov iding 
su ch assistance for mo re than 
20 y ears.

The Koran says the forbidden 
fruit of the Garden of Eden was 
not an apple but a banana. To­ 
day, man is tempted by this 
most prolific of food plants be­ 
cause it is one of the best buys 
in the market. At 19 cents a 
pound, bananas are the cheap­ 
est fresh fruit you can find. 
In Africa, they grow 19 billion 
pounds of bananas a year and 
manage to consume 90 per cent 
of the crop which is one of the 
African native’s main sources 
of food. The bananas we eat 
come mostly from the West In­ 
dies and Latin America, where 
they grow 13 billion pounds a 
year. 
Shortly after the discovery of 
Am erica, the banana was 
brought from the Canary Is­ 
lands to the New World, where 
it was planted in Hispaniola and 
soon spread to other islands and 
the mainland. The plants grow 
as high as a man’s head in three 
months and in about a year 
bear from a bunch of 90 to 140 
bananas, weighing more than 
60 pounds. 
Bananas were virtually un­ 
known in the United States until 
the mid 19th century when New 
England sea captains began 
bringing a few bunches up from 
the tropics in the holds of their 
vessels. By 1870, the import of 
bananas was big business, and 
today Americans eat more of 
them than any other fruit—18 
pounds a year for every man, 
woman and child in this coun­ 
try. 
There are a number of types 
we rarely if ever see in the 
States, such as the red banana 
which is dainty but not much of 
a meal. 
Bananas are not only good by 
them selves and in desserts. 
They lend a gourmet touch to 
cooking. Since they are already 
tender, you usually add them 
to a hot dish at the last moment. 
One culinary treat in my 
opinion is a Chinese creation 
known as Watercress Pork with 
Bananas. This is something you 
can prepare quickly since the 
pork is cut into thin strips and 
the bananas only require slic­ 
ing and can be popped into the 
skillet just before serving.

There’s no relief in sight. 
That’s how U.S. Department of 
Agriculture economists view 
prospects for 1975 food prices. 
In the February 1975 national 
food situation, the USDA econo­ 
mists say retail food prices are 
likely 
to 
continue 
climbing 
through the first half of 1975. 
Prices to Rise 
Average prices for all major 
food categories are expected to 
rise, with most of the increase 
now coming in crop-related 
foods, and a sharper increase 
for red meats and poultry later 
on. 
The economists say retail 
food prices could moderate a 
little if recent price declines for 
agricultural commodities con­ 
tinue and consumer demand 
drops off in response to worsen­ 
ing economic conditions. 
A critical factor in the future 
of food prices, the USDA econo­ 
mists say, is the rate at which 
short-fed cattle are moved to 
slaughter. If total beef slaugh­ 
ter goes higher than expected, 
average food prices could be a 
little more stable. 
But on the other hand, if 
slaughter numbers taper off, 
larger price increases may fol­ 
low in nearly all animal-related 
foods and food prices in gener­ 
al. 
The outlook for food prices in 
the second half of 1975 is heavi­ 
ly dependent on the weather. 
Good weather and the expecta­ 
tion of large harvests could 
mean a slowing in food price in­ 
creases by June, and possibly 
even declines late in the year. 
But, if 1975 is another year of 


poor growing conditions and 
disappointing harvests, expect 
even larger food-price increas­ 
es. 
United States consumers can 
look forward to ample food sup­ 
plies this coming year, though 
perhaps slightly less than the 
record per capita levels of 1974. 
—Now here’s one for Ripley. 
Believe it or not, per capita 
consumption of red meat in 1974 
was up 11 pounds over 1973. 
And the 187 pounds (carcass 
equivalent) the average Am eri­ 
can ate was the third largest 
amount on record. The amount 
of meat represents about 137.5 
pounds as you buy it at the 
store. 
Sharpest 
increases 
among 
livestock-related foods were in 
beef and pork, with some gains 
in poultry products. Consump­ 
tion of eggs, dairy products, 
fish and animal fat declined. 
In general, crop-related food 
consumption dropped in 1974. 
The consumption of vegetables, 
cereal products, sugar and cof­ 
fee was down. Only fresh fruit 
consumption increased. 
New Food Stamps 
Beginning March 1, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture in­ 
troduced a new series of food 
stamps— $1, $5, and $10 cou­ 
pons. TTie 50-cent and $2 cou­ 
pons have been eliminated. 
The colors, too, are new - 
brown, purple, and blue-green. 
If you have old food stamps 
left over, use them before Ju ly 
1. After Ju ly 1, grocers will not 
accept the old coupons. Your 
county Department of Public 
Aid will tell you how to ex­ 
change them after that date, if 
you still have any left.

D EA R PO LLY — My kitchen 
is paneled in antique birch and 
the wall back of my garbage 
can has grease on it. How can 1 
safely rem ove this grease 
without ruining my paneling?

W. S. — A lot of 
the success of any treatment 
would depend on how your wall 
is finished. A cleaning fluid 
used for removing grease spots 
might do the job but if the wood 
has had no protective finish the 
grease has doubtless soaked 
into the wood.

the 
grease from the wall to the blot­ 
ter.

U.S. wheat exp orts to all 
cou ntries in 19 74-75 are ex­ 
p ected to total abou t 30 million 
tons.

The charges filed against Wil­ 
key inclu de possession on a 
race track of a banned dru g, 
administration of prohibited 
dru gs and improper reporting 
of dru g records. 
The dru gged horses were ru n 
in races with pu rses worth hu n­ 
dreds of thou sands of dollars, 
board chairman Anthony Sca­ 
riano said.

D. Stein, an attorney for nine of 
the trainers said he wou ld filed 
a su it qu estioning the con­ 
stitu tionality of the board’s au ­ 
thority to discipline trainers.

Ho wev er, receiv ing SSI will no t affect y o u r basic eli­ 
gibility fo r a circu it breaker grant. Cu rrently , circu it 
breaker benefits are eliminated fo r fu ll-y ear recipients o f 
cash assistance fro m th e Department o f Pu blic Aid, and 
redu ced fo r part-y ear recipients. But th e state legislatu re 
h as specifically ex clu ded SSI fro m th e definitio n o f “cash 
assistance,” so th at SSI recipients may enjo y th e m ax i­ 
mu m circu it breaker benefits po ssible. If y o u did receiv e 
pu blic aid, bu t o nly in th e fo rm o f fo o d stam ps o r medical 
assistance, y o u r eligibility fo r circu it breaker is no t af­ 
fected, and neith er o f th o se two items need be repo rted.

Dr. Jo h n S. Kelly , 53, said 
Mo nday th at th e $3.14 in tax es 
h e h as with h eld fo r th e last two 
y ears was th e “amo u nt I fig­ 
u red went to finance th e v o lu n­ 
tary abo rtio n pro gram at Co o k 
Co u nty Ho spital.” 
"It was th e o nly way I co u ld 
refu se to take part in abo r­ 
tio ns,” said th e fath er o f 14 
ch ildren, ages six to 29. 
Kelly , a su rgeo n fro m th e 
su bu rb o f Ch icago Heigh ts, said 
in an interv iew h e h as paid 
nearly $3,000 in pro perty tax es 
in th e two y ears. He said h e 
recently was no tified th at "my 
tax es were delinqu ent and if I 
didn’t pay th em my pro perty 


wo u ld be so ld. 
“I do n’t see h o w th ey can 
make me pay . Th e co nscience 
clau ses o f state and federal 
statu tes say th at no bo dy can be 
fo rced to participate in abo r­ 
tio ns,” h e said. “And if I pay 
th ese tax es, I ’m ju st as gu ilty 
as if I perfo rmed th e abo rtio n. 
It’s simple lo gic.” 


Bu t Assistant State’s Atty . 
Jerro ld M ay ster, wh o is h an­ 
dling th e tax co mplaint against 
Kelly , said state tax law “re ­ 
qu ires th at h e pay h is tax es in 
full befo re h e can file a specific 
o bjectio n to th e ev alu atio n.” 
Since Kelly h as refu sed to do 
th is, M ay ster said, "th e ju dge 
can render a ju dgem ent against 
th e pro perty fo r wh atev er tax 
is du e. And tech nically , th e 
pro perty co u ld be so ld to pay 
h is delinqu ent tax es.” 
“It’s a v ery fu nny case,” 


M ay ster added. “Th e do cto r’s 
no t say ing h is tax es are to o 
h igh . 
He’s 
pro testing 
h o w 
th ey ’re u sed. If ev ery bo dy did 
th at, 
th e 
mu nicipality ’s 
fi­ 
nances wo u ld be in a fine state. 
Wh at th e h eck, wh y do esn’t h e 
go and picket at th e h o spital?” 
Actu ally , Kelly said, h e first 
to o k h is o bjectio ns to th e h o spi­ 
tal’s go v erning co mmissio n. 


‘Th ey refu sed to co nsider my 
argu m ent,” h e said. ‘T h en I 
tried o th er o fficial gro u ps. And 
I’v e been activ e in th e Righ t to 
Life m o v em ent.” 
Kelly said h e fears th e feder­ 
al go v ernment may be mo v ing 
in th e sam e directio n. 
‘T h ere’s a stro ng anti-life cli­ 
m ate in th e co u ntry ,” h e said. 
Faced with th e pro spect o f 
with h o lding a po rtio n o f h is fed­ 
eral tax es, Kelly said h e h as 
decided to mo v e h is family to 


Ireland, a co u ntry th at h as 
strict anti-abo rtio n laws and 
h as o u tlawed birth co ntro l pills. 
He, h is wife, and th eir fiv e 
ch ildren wh o still liv e at h o me 
plan to leav e nex t Mo nday fo r 
Ireland. Th ere, h e said, “we 
can raise o u r ch ildren pro per­ 
ly .’’ 


Meanwh ile, th e state tax case 
is sch edu led fo r trial Th u rsday 
in Circu it Co u rt. 
“I h av e my h o me u p fo r sale, 
but I can’t sell it wh ile th is is 
pending,” h e said. “If I lo o se, 
I’ll h av e my lawy er appeal.

Any one for tourna me nts ?

NEW YORK (AP) — Do y ou get the 
feeling that it won’t be long before there 
are more college basketball tournaments 
than there are team s? 
It seems as if the colleges are becom­ 
ing a mini-v ersion of the p ros. 
In the American Basketball Associ­ 
ation, for ex amp le, 10 team s p lay 84 
gam es ap iece, then two are eliminated 
and eight qualify for the p lay offs. In the 
N ational B asketball A ssociation, 18 
team s p lay 82 games ap iece and 10 enter 
the p lay offs. 
And now, what used to be a few cozy 
college tournam ents with highly p rized 
select berths has become a multi-ten- 
tacled monstrosity of p lay offs p iled up on 
p lay offs. Ev ery one, it seems, must hav e 


a shot at getting at least a slice of the p ie- 
or p erhap s a few crum bs. 
In these day s of ram p ant inflation, the 
word “cham p ion” has been dev alued. 
Almost ev ery team could be the cham ­ 
p ion of something. It seems to be almost 
fashionable to turn down a inv itation to a 
p lay off, as North Carolina State did this 
y ear and M ary land did a y ear ago. 
The National Inv itation Tournament 
is the grandfather of all college tourney s. 
There was a tim e when a telep hone call 
from New York’s Madison Square G ar­ 
den, with a v oice say ing, “How would y ou 
like to p lay ? . . ,,” was p ounced up on by 
colleges. 
It was an inv itation to be one of only 
eight team s to p lay in the p alace of 
basketball. To win was the ultim ate goal. 
But simp ly to be there, to get that p hone 


call, was almost as im p ortant. 
Now the NIT field has been ex p anded 
to 16 team s — and none seem as strong as 
any one used to be. With the av alanche of 
alp habet tournam ents — NAIA, NCIT 
and three div isions" of the NCAA — the 
NIT is left to p ick up the castoffs, the 
uninv ited, and to be turned down once in a 
white, as N.'C. State did last weekend. 


The result is that the NIT has only one 
team listed in The Associated Press Top 
Twenty , I4th-ranked Clemson, which lost 
10 of its 27 gam es and wound up less-than- 
best in its own league. The rest of the 
field includes Pittsburgh and Prov i­ 
dence, each 17-10, and M anhattan, 13-11, 
p lus St. P eter’s, 15-11, and St. John’s, 19- 
8, neither of which was good enough to 
make it to the NCAA tourney .

Wright would ra the r ha v e his te e th

NEW YORK (NEA)— Like a Brdtx lingnagian in the land of the 
Lillip utians, Stev e Wright would stand out ev en if he tcx )k things ly ­ 
ing down. But he s ta n^ up , which is one reason he is no longer in 
football (football, in many way s, being a laiKl of the Lillip utians of 
the Mindi. 
Stev e Wright is six feet, six inches large and weighs 250 p ounds. 
He p lay ed for sev en p ro team s and the Univ ersity of Alabama, 
which, according to some, m akes it eight p ro team s. He was an of- 
fep siv e tackle. Offensiv e to many p eop le, p articularly coaches and 
owners. 
He p lay ed for 10 seasons in the National Football Leauge and 
p art of last season in the World Football League and wherev er he 
w ts he created much joy —when he left. 
Midway through the 19 74 season with the Chicago Fire, Wright 
he was team cap tain) concluded his argum ents on the behalf of 
rookies in their contract squabbles with m anagem ent by quitting. 
‘T he fun had finally been taken out of the gam e,” he said re-

cently by p hone from St. Petersburg, F'la. 
The owners were holding op en the op tion of deactiv ating p lay ­ 
ers until an hour before game-time. Play ers who dressed made $800 
or so a gam e, p lay ers who did not (deactiv ated ones) made only 
about $3W. Debilitated from a decade of dealing with the arrogant 
arbitrariness of the run-of-the-mill football mentality , Wright and 
Ty rone T. Truck (W right’s name for his a^-ton p ickup Chev y ) be­ 
gan a ram ble around the country . 
He took with him nothing but memories of a career chronicled 
in the recently p ublished autobiograp hy “ I’d Rather Be Wright” 
(Prentice-Hall), 
Wright began his journey in top -lev el ball at Alabama, where 
he was known for his smile, which became a sy mbol of sorts. For 
ex amp le, coaches told other p lay ers whose lip s began to curv e up ­ 
wards, “Get that Stev e Wright smile off y our lace.” 
Once, ty rannical Bear Bry ant, Alabama cciach, cam e down 
from his steel tower on the p ractice field to rep rim and Wright He 
grabbed W right’s face mask. But Wright tensed up so Bry ant 
couldp ’t mov e him. 
“And I’v e got this grin all ov er my face. I’m just looking him 
right in the ey e like, ‘Get outa here, go p lay with the hogs or some- 
thing 
’ recalls Wright. Bry ant then tells Wright to return to the 
huddle. Wright does so, laughing. As he ap p roaches the huddle, the 
huddle starts to mov e away . The lep er reiurneth. 
Wright, who nev er p lay ed first string for Alabama, was sur­ 
p risingly drafted by the Green Bay Packers. Wright lov ed it in 
Green Bay , lov ed Vince Uim bardi, ev en though Lombardi once got 
so frustrated at Wright smiling at a p ractice-session mistake that 
the much shorter coach began to p ound on the big tackle’s chest. 
Wright continued to smile. 
Yet his resp ect for Lombardi was high. He was not try ing to 
teach any body lessons, as Bry ant did. “ If Vince told y ou to do 
som ething,” say s Wright, “the team would benefit by it 
He 
wouldn’t say go out there and run and just keep running ’til y ou 
drop . He might tell y ou to run because y ou’re not in shap e and y ou 
knew right then. ‘Hey . if he say s I’m not in shap e, I’m not in shap e 
and he’s got 10 guy s waiting to take my p lace’.” 
But he was traded to the Giants, where there was incredible in­ 
trigue because of the meddling owner, Wellington M ara, and where 
the p lay ers were afraid of cussing in the locker room because 
“Well” didn’t ap p rov e. 
On to the Redskins where O o rg e Allen lied egregiously to his 
p lay ers. On to (he Bears where coaches told the other p lay ers not to 
talk to Wright “the troublem aker.” (He op p osed the club rule that 
y ou get a $150 fine if y our hair sticks out from under y tnir helmet ) 
On to the Cardinals, where he had trouble getting drugs from 
team doctors, and where his skills began to diminish after y ears in 
the p ros He was finally cut from the NFL for good by the Eagles. 
He gav e it one more try with the Chicago Fire. 
And the future? "M ay be in sales,” he said “ But I’m through 
p lay ing that’s for sure I just had my teeth fix ed. Something I want­ 
ed done for y ears. But I was alway s afraid that as soon as I’d hav e 
the work d ime, some guy would bash them all out .”
